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A KEY 
TO GREATER USE 
OF AUDIO-VISUAL 


MATERIALS 


We haven't counted the number of new and excel 
lent audio-visual materials listed in this issue of the 
BLurE Book (pages 457-509) but they run into the 
hundreds. It used to be that a// available films could 
be listed in a single publication. Now it takes the 
major part of an issue of SCREEN & GuivE just to list 
some of the new materials — films, filmstrips, records, 
slides — that have been produced in the last year. 

Yes, we have a great abundance of excellent audio 
visual materials. The disturbing fact, however, is that 
these materials are not used to the extent their excel 
lence and values warrant. Audio-visual specialists 
know this; the producers and distributors know it; 
some superintendents, principals, and general educa 
tors know that ever greater use should be made of au 
dio-visual materials. We know that if audio-visual 
materials were used to the extent they should be, edu 
cation and our whole learning procedures would be 


revolutionized. 


It's Not Money 

What, then, is holding back the greater use of these 
materials? The easy answer — the one you hear most 
frequently — is lack of money. People say that if the 
school boards would only appropriate sufficient funds, 
this would solve all the problems. “All we need is 
more money,” they say, “to buy more audio-visual 
materials and equipment. Then there will. be greater 
use of these materials.” 

I think the answer isn’t as simple as that. I once 
reard an astute observer declare, “After all, money 
can only solve financial problems.” And I’m not at all 
convinced that the problems that are blocking the 
ereater and wiser use of audio-visual materials are all 
financial problems. ‘There must be more fundamental 
obstacles. 

I’ve been pondering an idea that I think is related 
to this problem of how to bring about greater use of 
audio-visual materials. It probably isn’t the answer, 
but it’s an idea that might stimulate thinking that 
could provide an answer. It may explain to some ex 
tent why teachers continue to teach without using 


any audio-visual methods. 


It’s the Attitude Toward Textbooks 

This idea has to do with the way teachers regard 
and use textbooks. The thesis is simple: It is my be 
lief that it is the textbook and the way that textbooks 
are used that determine to what extent audio-visual 
materials will be used. The attitude of the teache1 
toward the textbook can even determine whether au 
dio-visual materials will be used at all in the classroom. 

If this theory is sound, then, it suggests that wholly 
new approaches can be made to bringing about greater 
use of audio-visual materials. If certain concepts 
about the textbook and its use can be changed, it will 
normally follow that audio-visual materials will be 
used much more. Let me try to explain this in greater 
detail. It’s a matter of fundamental beliefs about how 
textbooks should be used in the teaching process. 
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Experts have analyzed the difterent tvs in which 
teachers regard and use textbooks. T] ve pointed 
out and described three quite differe: vels of text 
book use. As you have observed teache york in 
the classroom, you've seen all three o different 
concepts in operation. Let me try to summarize them 


briefly: 


(1) The Vextbook Is Boss 


‘irst Level: Here the textbook ts 1 maste? The 


classroom teacher regards the textbook as the final an 


swer for all teaching decisions. There is a single basic

(2) Two Bosses: Teacher and Textbook 

Second Level At this level of textbook use, the 
teacher and not the textbook alone makes many of the 
important teaching decisions. The teacher becomes 
at least the equal of the textbook in determining what 
will be learned and when and how. Such a teachet 
does not rely on a single text; he has supplementary 
texts too. ‘The curriculum guide that helps to suggest 
the content and methods of teaching is usually worked 
out by groups of teachers for the school system as a 


whole. The guide will suggest a great variety of learn 


ing activities, but it is the teacher who makes the final 


At this 


level, textbooks are still regarded as the most impo 


decisions about which will be used and when 


tant tools olf instruction, but teachers are far more im 
portant people than those at the first level 

At the second level there is likely to be greater use 
of audio-visual materials than at the first level. Audio 
visual materials will usually be regarded as supple 
mentary — as supplementing the words of the text 
books — but they will be used. 


(3) Teacher and Learners Plan Togethei 

Third Level: Here the classroom teacher is truly 
master of the instructional situation. Teacher and 
learners together determine what is to be learned and 
how. These important decisions are not made by 
remote textbook authors and publishers; they're made 
by the teacher, whose judgments are based upon the 
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needs of the learners. ‘Textbooks are regarded the 
encyclopedias, li- 


brary books, magazines. Printed materials are thought 


same as other printed materials 


ol the same as other instructional materials — films 
and filmstrips, radio and television programs, records 
ind transcriptions \ll of these, printed and non 
printed, visual and non-visual, audio and non-audio 


ill of these are resource materials used by the teacher 


hen the needs of the learners call for them. 


Result: Good Use of AV Materials 


\t this level, there ikely to be most intelligent 
ind most frequent use of audio-visual materials in the 
teaching-learning process. When all instructional ma- 
terials take their place side by side, and are regarded 
is equally useful and valuable resource materials for 
earning, then audio-visual materials will be most fre- 


rently used and will be used best. 


We Must Become More Concerned 


We who are concerned with the use of audio-visual 

materials in instruction must become much more con 

cerned and apprehensive about the ways textbooks 

ire regarded and used. There is an inevitable and in 

extricable relationship between the way that teachers 

se textbooks and the way they use audio-visual 
| 


materials 


\ teacher's concept of the role of the textbook in 


instructional process will influence and deter 
nine that teacher’s comprehension of the role of au 
dio-visual materials in instruction. The way a teacher 
ictually uses textbooks will influence the way that 


teacher uses audio-visual materials. 


We who have a responsibility for the use of audio 
visual materials in education must become more aware 
ind concerned with how other materials are used. We 
can never bring about intelligent use of audio-visual 
materials in a classroom where the textbook is the 
master teacher where the textbook is the sole guide 
to what is to be learned and how it is to be learned. 


We Must Change Attitudes 


We must become instructional leaders and do every 
thing we can to change teacher attitudes and bring 
ibout teaching situations where the teacher is at least 
co-equal with the textbook in determining what shall 
be learned and how. We must help free teachers so 
that they can make the teaching decisions rather than 


having them dictated by the textbook. 


If this can be accomplished, this may be an ex- 


tremely important key in helping to bring about 


1g 
sreater and better use of the great abundance of ex- 


cellent new audio-visual materials that are becoming 


ivallable every vear.

GIVE THEM WHAT THEY WANT

HE GOAL of every teacher has al 
ways been to meet the needs of he1 
class at the time when these needs 
arise. Consequently, good teachers 
have always wanted films at the time 
when particular units or topics were 
being discussed by their students. 
The goal of the Division of Visual 
Education of the Public 


Schools has been to meet these needs

to supply these films. This goal, of 
course, must be achieved within the 
limitations imposed by the availability 
of the films and the ability of the Di 
vision personnel to deliver them. 

Ihe Division inventory in January, 
1956 showed a total of 16,415 prints.

HOUSANDS of words have been 

written on the use of the tape re 

corder in instructional situations; 
yet this potent teaching tool still is 
operated far below its capabilities in 
many classrooms. 

Two major reasons can be discerned 
in most situations: 

(1) Tape recorders, despite design 
advances, are still among the heavier 
AV equipment. Teacher 
especially women, hesitate to tote them

The weight factor, so discouraging 
to our many women teachers, can be 


acoustical problems com 


overcome by providing wheeled carts 
or transportation by older pupils. For- 
tunately, newer designs are becoming 
much lighter as well as providing bet 
ter quality recording. 

But the acoustical problems of the 
classroom will be with us for a long 
time. Teachers need to know practical 
ways in which quality recording can 
be done in nearly every classroom. 
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A simple ‘mixer box” allows use of multiple microphones and 
better microphone placement. 


BETTER WAYS 


There are two approaches through 
which the teacher herself can improve 
quality: 

(1) She can alter the acoustic char 
acteristics of the area in which record 
ings are made. 

(2) She can use the microphone in 
such a way that the room acoustics are 
less noticeable 

The second approach is the simplest 
and sometimes the best. Under good 
recording conditions, such as in a 
broadcast studio, the microphone is 
often placed from 18 to 24 inches from 
the speaker’s mouth. But in typical 
classroom-acoustic situations, the micro 
phone needs to be placed much closer 
to the mouth to permit lower volume 
settings on the recorder; this makes 
the whole recorder system much less 
sensitive to extraneous noises and to 
reverberations within the room. 

When _ the

talk past the microphone, rather than 
directly into it; this eliminates those

The simplest answer to this problem 
of reverberation and acoustical difficul 
ties is an old professional sound re 
cording technique using a “blanket 
booth,” which works in two ways. First, 
it cuts down acoustical size of the re 
cording area; and second, it provides 
sound-absorbing, rather than sound 
reflecting, walls. 

\ blanket booth can be set up in a 
corner of a classroom, chosen if pos 
sible with a wall or walls having cork 
bulletin boards or drapes. If these 
are not present, the corner walls should 
be hung with blankets, coats, or other 
sound-absorbing materials. The third 
“wall” can be a rug, a quilt or heavy 
blanket, or more coats and other simi 
lar materials draped over the back of a 
piano, over chairs, over music or pho 


to-light stands oO! supported in any 
similar simple way \ fourth “wall” 
can be set up, too, if needed 

This blanket booth effectively cuts 
down the acoustical size of the “room,” 
and it reduces sound reflection by ab 
sorbing it in the “walls.” 
There is also another advantage 
when children or others record in such 
an obviously “professional” booth, 
there is a feeling of closeness, concen- 
tration on the job, and an intimacy 
which tends to provide a good atmos 
phere for the project. 

The microphone here should be so 
placed that each child is within 12 to 
18 inches of it for adequate pickup, 
and the volume control can be set at a 
value far below the level required in a 
larger, more reverberant area. This 
setting also helps to reduce the amount 
of extraneous noise still reaching the 
microphone

FCA Gets New Constitution 


\long with a new president, the Film 
Council of America has acquired a new 
constitution, ratified recently by the 
Board of Directors.
